AniilmoHt Impenetrable- bell of 
wilderness still extends across 
northern Minnesota. There is an 
Immense district into which only 
here ;i.n<l there the lumberman or 
. solitiiry sqnatter has penetrated, 
II«ti> the moe*e, bear, «!*"• r and 
timber-wolf abound, for the timber 

growth is so dense that It almost 

defies the efforts of hunters and 
trappers. 

At an isolated logging-camp re- 
cently the writer met Henry Foote, 
a tankman, ami from him ami his 
mates learned some stirring talcs of 
adventnre. 

It is Henry Foote 's doty to drive 
a huge ley tank ovci the snowy 
loads, throwing water by mease of 
faucets upon the tracks, in order 

that Immense loads of logs may 
slip easily over t lie quick ry formed 
coating ol loe. The tank is a co- 
lossal miThji , which resembles a ilat- 

roofed blockhouse on ranners. Ii 

is HI led with water by means of 

high pumps thrust through the lee 

of a lake which the company's 
various log roads cioss in winter. 

Henry's work is done entirely in 
the night, ft is solemn and lonely 
business; which often takes him 
Ave Or six miles from camp; his 

road winds among black lines oi 
overtopping pine-trees, and [slight- 
ed only by lh" rays of his lantern 

reflector. He is glad of the com- 
pany of his snorting, Steaming four- 
horse team. 

On still nights the grind and 
creak ol his runners may be heard 

for a mile or more. At other times, 
when the north wind roars among 
the treetOpS and a line snow is fall 
Ing, his "headlight" lantern gives 
the only sign of hi I whereabouts. 

On such nights deer and moose 
me sometimes seen standing to 
e.a/,e within the semicircle of his 
liKht, or a lynx will raise its big, 
catlike head to blink at ihe Ida/.c 

Again there may be big gray wolves 

Squatted on either side, their I 
glinting in evil star points. 

One cold night, aftoi a protract- 
ed season of cold weather, these 
wolves gathered along the road in 
unusual numbers. The tankman's 
horses shied and snorted as they 

passed a thicket where snapping 
forms jumped nut at them. In vain 

Foote swung his light and shouted. 
The wolves followed on either 

hand, and grew momentarily more 
bold and demonstrative, 

How many there were in the pack 
was impossible for Henry to guess. 
They followed in numbers on either 

side of his team, and kept leaping 

in and mil among the shadows, ami 
■napping and snarling until his 
horsus were well-nigh unmanage- 
able.

.in expert in ihe preparation and 
use of preservative compounds. 

For Stuffed animals am' birds, he 
finds thai arsenical compounds 
bring the best results. Every 
object of metal receives a coat of 

something, that prevents rust, 

while fabrics, basketry, silks, furs, 
etc , aie poisoned in much the same 
manner as stuffed animals. Even 
the shelves and Oases of the museum, 
in whioh the objects are placed, 

have passed through Mr. Farmer's 

hands and have been treated lo a 
fluid that causes a bug, moth or 
cockroach lo think that he is walk- 
ing over a red hot Iron the minute 
rikes their surface. By ihose 
means the museum is forever freed 
fioni vermin. I

To the Presbyterian Hoard of 
Relief tor disabled ministers and 
I he widows and orphans of deceas- 
ed ministers, 110,000 

Young Men's Chtistian Associa- 
tion, Vonkers, *..'>, imo. 

Numerous other bequests were 
made for the widow, three sons and 
threo daughters, aunts, relatives^ 
and to the servants he left sums 
varying from 18,000 to H.I 

TO ihe Hollywood Inn Club, ef 
Vonkers, of which Mr. Cochran 
was president at the time of his 
death, the club bouse of which he 
built and equipped at a cost of 
,d(H). he left the sum of 
$10. Odd ovei what he shall have 
advanced for building and library 
purposes during his life-lime, and 
1100,000 for its endowment fund. 

Thus, after the new annex is 
completed and equipped, the club 
will have a cash bonus of ill 
The endowment fund will be the 
means of continuing the Hub house 
as a lasting monument to his 
memory. The new annex, it is an- 
nounced, will be opened the latter 
part of this month.

"The Missouri Association of the 
Deaf" has been formed. At the 
mass meeting held at the Schuyler 
Memorial House, 1810 Locust Street, 
on the evening of January 10th, the 
report of ihe committee of fifteen 
on constitution and organisation 
was adopted, with slight modifica- 
tions. The next regular meeting is 
to be held at St. Louis, some time 
during the Louisiana Purchase Cen- 
tennial Exposition, and the firs' 
board of officers was elected to 
serve only until that meeting. In 
the meanwhile membership is to be 
increased and arrangements made 
for the World's Fair meeting, which 
will be truly representative of all 
sections of the State. Af' er 'be 
next regular meeting, the Associa- 
tion is to meet every three years. 
The executive committee is em 
powered to call a special meeting if 
necessary, at which no election o( 
officers, except to fill a possible 
vacancy, shall be, held. The com- 
mittee is also authorized to post- 
pone, if need he, a regular meeting 
for a reasonable time. The Mis- 
souri Association aims at Ihe 
advancement of the deaf, and in 
onler to better attain that end, if 
possible, has made full active 
membership in the Association, 
open to any hearing person, who 

s to join. This will ma 
possible for heads of schools and 
institutions, niemlwrs of boards of 
trustees, teachers, hearing children 
of deaf parents, and all others who 
are really interested in the deaf to 
give a practical demonstration of 
that interest. In conferring active 
motnheiship privileges upon those 
able to hear, Ihe Missouri Av 
tion differs from nil other associa- 
tions of the daaf in existence, and 
has taken an impoitant step in the 
rival direction. The first board of 
officers sleeted la composed of able, 
conservative and popular persons, 
harmonious representatives of the 
different organizations and intoiesis 

of the deaf of St. Louis. President, 

Mr. H. R. YYootten; 1st Yice-Pn- 
sident, Mr. Gk D. Hunter; 8d Vice 
President, Miss Pearl Ilordman;

By niakinir a mountain out of a 
mole hill, the Institution and all 
connected with it, are placed under 
quarantine, and from present ap- 
pearance the blockade will run for 
three months. Not a very pleasant 
situation foi the teachers, officers 
and pupils to contemplate. But 
the law, that is, the one relating lo 
contagious diseases, must be re- 
spected, though seemingly there 
seems to be no danger. S ime weeks 
ago one or two cases of scarlet fever 
developed among the pupils of the 
school. Extra precautions were 
taken to prevent the disease from 

spreading They were isolated 
from the other pupils, and plenty 
of disinfectants used lo prevent the 
spreading of the contagion. The 
sick pupils had about recovered, 
but last week several pupils sliowed 
symptoms of the disease, and I hey 
were at once separated from the 
rest The number soon Inoieased 
until this week, when about thirty 
showed signs of It. The matter got 
Into the newspapers and of course, 
was greatly exaggerated, thereby 
alarming the olty officials and par- 
ents of the pupils. Superintendent 
Jones has taken every precaution to 

ut the spreading of the dtseasi 
The teachers in Coming lo school 
changed their clothing and again 
when leaving, and they were also 

requested to avoid public gather- 
ings and riding on street cars. 

Dr. Buigoyne, the physician of 
the Institution, is of the opinion 
that tbo disease will spread anions 
the pupils, and hence thought it 
best to have the quarantine placed 
on it. Dr. Douschle, the city 
health physician, made a thorough 
examination of the Institution, and 

the sick pupils yesterday, and 
found that Ihe disease is of a very 
mild type, and thought thai it could 

soon be checked. It is only Scar- 
latina rash or Scarlatina, but the 
health laws require ii to be quaran- 
tined. 

As a result ail Ihe teachers will 
have to live within the Institution, 
and that may mean for the next 
three months Their imprisonment 
begins Monday To-day they are 

packing up their duos and neces- 
saries for the long Siege. School 
will go right along, so there will be 

no stoppage of the school machin- 
ery. Superintendent Jones, in 

this week's Chronicle, issues the 
following statement:

A Wnrld.Wide l.iiagunge. 

A somewhat curious fact is noted 
by Mr. Gustav K aester man, of the 
Wisconsin State board of control, in 
SpeaklnK Of the State school for the 
deaf at Delavan. It is that the sign 
langnage used by the deaf-mute is 
practically the same all over the 
civilized world, so that a deaf mute, 
or any otliar person who learns the 
sign language in this State, is en- 
abled to converse freely with the 
persons from any other country, or 
of any nationality, who are similarly 
equipped. So there is quite an ad 
vaniasrein understanding the deaf- 
mute language after all In fact it 
it a world-wide language, which 
easily rivals Volapnk and similar 
systems devised for the express 
purpose of permitting people of 
different nationalities to understand 
and converse with each other. 

In fact it offers a suggestion as to 
why it would not pay many people 
who are not deaf-mutes, anil 
especially travelers who make tie 
quent trips to foieiirn lands, to per- 
fect themselves in this sifin language 
for the advantages which it would 
yive to them. Much time is spent 
by many persons .in the study of 
more foolish subjects and it is even 
claimed that the standard sign lan- 
guage is quite easy to be learned It 
might be even possible to make a 
fad of the thing and organize clubs 
in many communities for the express 
purpose of studying the system. It 
would bo entertaining and amusing 
and at the same time furnishing a 
valuable acquisition to those who 
would perfect themselves in the sign 
lansuage. 

The suggested possible advan- 
tages of skill in the sign language 
are almost endless. Not only 
would the traveler in a foreign 
land bo able to make himself under- 
stood by those who were similarly 
equipped, but even in every day life 
the same system could frequently 
be put to use. For iustance, the 
young man calling on liis " best 
girl, " and seated in the parlor, with 
the folding doors thrown open to 
prevent too much intimacy, would 
be able to signal unutterable things 
while still maintaining an ordinary 
conversation about the weather and 
kindred subjects. The family at 
table would likewise be enabled to 
discuss matters which would not do 
for servants' ears. The lady of the 
house could sit in her front window 
and exchange the latest gossip with 
her neighbor across the street. The 
merchant in his store could send 
commands hither and thither to his 
clerks more rapidly than as though 
he had a local telephone system. 
Gossipy women at the play could 
exchange their secret confidences 
right through the performatn 
every act without disturbing even 
their Closest neighbor. And just to 
think, a female club meeting or 
sewing society where nothing would 
be audibly but the ticking of the 
clock ! 

But, joking aside, it is evident 
that the sign language, if brought 
into comparative general use. 
could be utilized with genuine ad- 
vantage In many cases and situa- 
tions. Of Cfturse it is admitted that 
it is not as comprehensive as a 
spoken language, but it is neverthe- 
less claimed that it is possible to 

carry on a very extended conversa- 
tion by means of the sign code. 
And this brings us to a point 
where it is pertinent to explain 
that the sign language which is 
here referred to, not the finger alpha- 
bet which is commonly associated 
with the language of the deaf and 
dumb, but an entirely differei t 
system. In other words there are 
three distinct plans reoOgnil<*d and 
employed for aiding the deaf to 
converse between themselves or 
with other people. The Anger 
alphabet technically know asdaetvl- 

eonsists of a separate Bigs 

for each letter of ihe alphabet, and 
in putting this system to use it is 
jary to spell out each word, a 
rather slow and laborious operation. 
There is also the system of lip 
reading, which carries its 
definition, and finally there is what 
ts known as the sign language, which 
employs signs and gestures to con 
vey forms of expression and 
thought. 

The latter system is the one 
which is most generally employed, 

although it is taught in connection 

with the other systems in schools 
for the deaf and dumb Th 
sity for this is readily understood 
when it is recalled there are many 
words, pioper names, etc., for which 
it would be impossible to havi 
separate sign foi each. Many 
ordinary forms of thought, how 
are conveyed by signs which I 
ntiently stand for several words, in 
fact it is often possible to convey 
the meaning of an entire sentence 
by S single sign. As a 
quonce, an adept in the sign la;i- 
guage is able to cairy on a 
sation quite as tepidly as by spoken 
language, the great delay being due 
to the necessity of spelling out 
proper names .and unusual words by 
means of the finger alphabet. 
Proficiency, however, helps to
